Almost  any  story,  how- 
ever improbable,  can  be  made  to  serve  It*  purpose 
For  example,  a story  was  put  about  recently  to 
th*  effect  that  Ruasla  is  considering  u separate 
pence  with  Oermany. 

Everyone  knows  that  Hitler  had  signed  a pact  I 
of  pence  and  non -aggression  with  Russia  very 
shortly  before  Germany  suddenly  marched  her 
legions  Into  Russian  territory.  Yet  the  world  is 
now  asked  to  believe  that  Russia  is  willing  to  sign 
another  treaty  of  peace  with  the  very  men  who 
violated  their  solemn  peace  pledge*  of  a few  f 
short  months  ago.  The  story  Ls  fantastic  enough 
but  its  purpose  Is  to  set  people  talking.  A false 
bit  of  "news"  that  begins  as  mere  rumour  is  soon 
made  by  repetition  to  appear  possible  at  least, 
even  If  It  now  bears  all  the  marks  or  improba- 
bility. A few  may  be  induced  to  believe  it  or  half- 
belleve  lt  for  a while  Of  course  the  lapse  of 
time  and  the  |>erxu**ivc  logic  or  actual  events  will 
make  nonsense  of  such  fiction*,  but  In  the  mean- 
time they  have  had  some  effect  In  creating 
uneasiness  and  apprehension  in  the  mind*  of 
some.

Searching  criticism  in  mat- 
ter* of  public  interest  Ls  and  has  long  been)  a 
national  habit  pervading  every-  grade  of  society 
Nevertheless  they  were  so  disturbed  and  bemused 
by  Nazi  falsehoods  that  until  very  recently  they 
were  unable  to  agree  upon  a national  policy  to 
meet  and  defeat  Nazi  aggression.

The 
question  of  responsibility  was  one 
which  was  of  special  concent  In 
Canada  the  workmen's  unemploy- 
ment insurance  was  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Federal  Government, 
while  the  workmen's  compensation 
measures  were  handled  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government*.  The  speaker 
expressed  the  opinion  that  old-age 
pensions  should  be  a Federal  matter. 

CANADA  BEHIND 

There  were  various  factors  re- 
sponsible for  Canada  being  relatively 
far  behind  In  social  insurance,  hue 
of  which  was  the  long  period  from 
1890  to  1930  of  comparative  proaper- 
lty,  and  under  such  conditions  little 
attention  was  paid  to  social  reforms. 
Another  reason  was  the  fact  that 
jurisdiction  had  been  divided  among 
the  province*  and  none  wished  lo 
take  the  initiative. 

The  argument  of  high  wages  as 
.seen  from  the  employer's  and  the 
workman's  point*  of  view  had  also 
proved  a setback.  Although  only  two 
big  step*  forward  had  been  made 
"frontier  thinkers"  should  bend  their 
efforts  towards  the  bringing  about  of 
contributory  old-age  pension  meas- 
ures and  national  health  insurance, 
so  that  an  all-inclusive  social  Insur- 
ance could  be  set  in  motion  for  the 
good  of  all.  nils,  while  not  the  an-

SECRETARY'S  REPORT

directly  were  those  of  men  of  the

"Throughout  the  year.'  Mm  8pur- 
gin  continued,  "we  have  carried  on 
investigations  for  the  Dependents' 
Allowance  Board,  administration  of 
dependents'  allowance*  and  have 
tided  over  situation*  wherein  the 
allowance  has  been  delayed.  Many 
of  those  who  come  for  advice  and 
help  tell  of  long-standing  difficul- 
ties with  'teen-age  daughters,  who, 
with  the  advent  of  the  war  and  the 
proximity  of  uniformed  lads,  have 
cast  aside  all  restraints  with  re- 
sultant disaster.  To  these  we  offer 
the  hand  of  friendship  and  comfort 
a*  far  aa  it  Is  possible  under  dis- 
tressing circumstances  and  endeavor 
to  show  tha»  there  are  more  ways 
than  one  of  helping." 

TYPES  OF  WORK 

Ol  the  536  families  who  received 
| direct  help  from  the  workers.

CLOTHING  EXCHANGE 

A clothing  exchange  for  British
